The  Future  Is  Upon  Us 


The  story  of  Hiwassee  College  has  elements  of  high  dra- 
ma. As  one  traces  her  history,  the  question,  “Why  did  she 
survive?”  comes  again  and  again.  At  least  four  times  the 
end  seemed  inevitable.  The  beginning  in  the  remote  Knobs 
of  Monroe  County  seemed  improbable.  The  first  crisis  came 
with  the  War  Between  the  States  just  eleven  years  later.  At 
the  close  of  the  war,  reopening  Hiwassee  was  a real  act  of 
faith. 

The  second  crisis  came  when  the  Holston  Conference, 
absorbed  in  its  own  educational  projects,  refused  to  accept 
the  college  as  a conference  project.  Without  this  kind  of 
support  continued  survival  seemed  impossible.  Conference 
relationship  was  achieved  only  after  long,  arduous  efforts. 

The  third  crisis  came  with  the  depression  of  1897  which 
led  to  dissolving  Conference  ties.  Coupled  with  the  loss  of 
Conference  support,  and  the  depression,  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee began  developing  a sweeping  public  education  system. 

The  fourth  crisis  came  with  the  depression  of  the  1 930’s 
followed  by  World  War  II  and  Methodist  Unification.  Only 
the  valiant  support  of  alumni  gave  reprieve  at  this  point. 
Then  a bold,  creative  program  set  in  motion  forces  which 
achieved  the  seemingly  impossible  rebirth  of  Hiwassee  . . . 

It  is  hoped  that  this  look  into  the  past  of  Hiwassee  College 
by  those  who  love  her  will  be  of  value  as  she  moves  into  the 
uncharted  future.

Going  into  the  key  conference  showdown  with  league- 
leading Chattanooga  State,  the  Hiwassee  Lady  Tigers  soft- 
ball  team  were  hoping  to  move  into  first  place  in  region.
